Uncle Sam was launched upon a 
bold program today to replenish 
his pocketbook with managed dol- 
lars, temporarily cut loose from 
gold. The fateful step of "going 
off the gold standard" was frank- 
ly taken. 


Before this announcement was 
made 
by 
Treasury 
Secretary 


Woodln, dollars had declined in 
anticipation 
yesterday 
some 10 


per cent in terms of principal Eu- 
ropean gold currencies, and prices 
of stocks 
and 
speculative com- 


modities had surged 
upward. 


Not since redemption of paper 
currency in gold had been re- 
sumed in 1879 had the 
United 
States officially announced Itself 
off the gold standard, although 
an embargo on gold exports had 
been1 in effect for a time during 
the world war. 
' 


While much confusion developed 


in high financial -quarters as to 
the 
import 
of this 
momentous 
step, J. P. Morgan in one of his 
infrequent public statements, in- 
dorsed the new Imposition of a 
definite embargo on Gold exports 
saying: 
"It seems to me clear 
that ..the way out of the depres- 
sion is to combat and overcome 
the deflatory forces." 


The embarking upon a managed 


currency program by the United 
States was an unprecedented step 
for a major country* Others, no- 
tably Great Britain, have 
aban- 
doned the gold standard 
under 
pressure of heavy foreign with- 
drawals. 
But the United States 


with 
its 
huge supply of 
gold 


now under 
government 
control, 


and its favorable balance of trade, 
was in a position, according to 
financial authorities to keep Its 
currency close to its gold parity 
had it desired. 
Decreases Dollar Power. 


The suspension of the gold stan- 
dard was undertaken deliberately 
to decrease the purchasing pow- 
er of the dollar, in an effort to 
increase prices -and to bring the 
economic structure back Into a 
working balance. 


The gold standard, as common- 
ly defined, 
provide^ a 
measure 


of value in terms of gold, through 
redemption of currency in fixed 
amounts of gold upon demand, 
in the case of our currency, in 
23.22 grains of fine gold to the 
dollar. 
Thus, the Rold standard in this 


country had not even been in full 
operation since the banking holi- 
day in March, when redemption 
of paper money was halted, but 
the treasury had licensed a few 
gold exports for foreign exchange 
transactions, 
tending to support 
the dollar close to gold parity. 
The definite embargo now placed 
on exnorts clarifies the situation. 
International Measure. 


Gold's chief importance in the 


financial world has been in settl- 
ing international balances, for it 
is the only international measure 
of vrlue. With gold exports chec- 
ked, the dollar must find its own 
level in relation to other curren- 
cies, on a demand and supply ba- 
sis, subcct to the control of deal- 
ings by the New York federal re- 
serve bank which has been in ef- 
fect since the banking holiday. 


With the United States a cred- 
itor nation, and enjoying a fa- 
vorable balance of trade, foreign 
exchange 
experts 
explain 
• that 


under normal conditions, the dol- 
lar 
left 
to 
find Its own level 


on a demand and supply basis 
would naturally be expected to 
advance rather than to decline. 
The 
favorable balance 
of pay- 
ments to this country have re- 
sulted in a huge Increase in Its 
store of gold in the last past 
decade. 
But the belief that the United 
States might seek

extricate 
itself from its economic morass 
through reducing the purchasing 
power of the dollar has been suf- 
ficient to prompt selling of dol- 
lars by foreigners with balances 
In New York, and the purchase 
of other currencies,

Inflation is commonly defined as 
an increase in the circulating me- 
dium, meaning either currency or

'Inflation 'may be accomplished 
through either credit or currency 
expansion. It may 
be 
accom- 


plished through heavy expansion 
of bank credit, as in the recent 
boom years, or through depreci- 
ation of the currency, through 
deliberate reduction in the gold 
content, an increase In the vol- 
ume of currency with consequent 
reduction of gold reserves, or de-

Gold Is Basis.

keeping It In a stable relation- 
ship to other world currencies. 
Gold has become the only gener- 
ally accepted and successful me- 
dium of international 
exchange. 


Since Great 
Britain 
suspended 


gold payments in September, 1931, 
the pound sterling "has fluctuated 
widely in relation to gold curren- 
cies, 
although 
the large "ster- 


ling group," of currencies, inqlud- 
ing those of the British domin- 
ions, and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, have held in a fairly stable

Not only the lesson of unselfish 


humility, but also the lesson of 
tolerance, was taught the disci- 
ples. Seeking approval for his zeal, 
John, whom we know as the apos- 
tle of love, reported that they had 
forbidden a man to cast out devils 
in the name of Christ, because he 
did not belong to their company. 
It was an early instance of re- 
ligious intolerance and sectarian 
narrowness. And that spirit has 
survived throughout the ages. How 
many Christians there are who 
think their church the only church! 


This demon of religious Intoler- 


ance is one of the hardest to exer- 
cise from the hearts of Christians. 
In answer to John, Jesus admin- 
istered this rebuke, a word for 
our own times—"Forbid him not 
— - For he that is not against us 
is for us." On another occasion, 
the Master said, "Other sheep I 
have which are not of this fold."

"Paying: the Price of Loyalty 
All the teachings of this Lesson, 


are strung 
like

Goods, posi- 
tion, comfort, even physical whole- 
ness, should all be sacrificed for 
the sake of Kingdom citizenship.

Dr. Floyd Poe, pastor of Iho 
City Temple, Dallas, addressed %** 
joint sessions of the annual nr.t- ,.- 
ing of the Woman's Presbyterial 
Missionary Society, and the Men's 
Presbytery, of the Waco Presby- 
tery, at 11 
o'clock 
Wednesday 


morning, after the two bodies had 
conducted simultaneous business 
sessions earlier in the day. Dr. 
Poe's subject was 
"Presbyterian 


Christianity." 
At the Men's Presbytery, a me- 
morial service to the memory of 
the late Rev. H. O. Moore, was 
conducted. 
Special music for the 11 o'clock 


service was provided by Mrs. Joel 
C. Trimble ad Lloyd Kerr, who 
sang "Love Divine, All Love Ex- 
celling," with Mrs. Robert Stell, 
Jr., as the accompanist. The op- 
ening prayer was pronounced by 
Rev. Joe N. Everheart of Kerens. 
Resolutions were presented 
and 
adopted by the joint sessions. 


After extending greetings from 


various groups In Dallas, the Rev. 
Mr. Poe named many members of 
his church (City Temple) who are 
former members of the Corsicana 
church. He also went Into ' detail 
concerning the unique historical 
facts about Corsicana. 
In open- 
ing h|s address, the speaker said 
he would bring out and explain 
the distinctive traits of the Pres- 
byterian church. He averred that 
Christian denominations resemble 
singing a hymn, and all poining 
in on the chorus. 
"In these days of amalgamation 
—when we try to make everything 
look the same—it is well for the 
Presbyterians 
to 
circumscribe 


their doctrines, and show where It 
differs from other churches and 
denominations," tho Rev. Mr. Poe 
declared. 
His first 
distinctive 


trait was the fact that the Pres- 
byterian church is one of creeds. 
The speaker defined a creed as 
being an authorized and published 
statement of an organized body, 
and he went into detail concerning 
the many points taken up in the 
Presbyterian creed. 
"The 
Presbyterian church 
has 


received God's gifts and letters,"" 
the Rev. Mr. Poe continued, "and 
in its creed it Is,, recognizing theni 
to God, as a son answers his fath- 
er's letters." The Importance of a 
church having a creed was told 
by the City Temple pastor. 
The second distinctive trait of 
the Presbyterian 
church 
is Its 


unique code on ethics of conduct 
The Rev. Mr. Poe explained the 
difference between a code of eth- 
log and a creed, and said the for- 
mer is a governor to the social 
acts of the people.

AUSTIN, April 18.—W— 


A resolution to submit re- 
peal of the prohibition sec- 
tion of the Texas constitu- 
tion was placed before the 
house of the state legisla- 
ture for action today but la- 
ter was withdrawn after the 
house had been thrown into con- 
fusion by a near-fight between 
Representative Weaver Moore of 
Houston, author of the resolution, 
and Representative Harry Graves 
of Georgetown, one of its oppon- 
ents. 


Representatives P. L. Anderson 


of San Antonio and John Mathis 
Sr., of Houston, floor leaders for 
the resolution, ashed that it be 
withdrawn 
temporarily, 
stating 
they did not believe the house was 
in a proper frame of mind to con- 
sider the controversial question. 


The difference between Graves 
and Moo>e arose when Moore ques- 
tioned Graves concerning a state- 
ment allegedly made by Graves 
that he would vote to submit re- 
peal of state prohibition. 


Both later apologized to each 
other and to the house, after which 
the resolution was withdrawn with- 
out prejudice. It will remain in 
first place on the house calendar 
among joint resolutions on third 
reading. 


Moore wanted to know if Graves 


did not tell him (Moore) and a 
former governor of Texas in an 
Austin hotel coffee shop that he 
(Graves) would vote for submis- 
sion of repeal of the state consti- 
tutional prohibition. 


Graves retorted that any such 
statement attributed to him was "a. 
barefaced lie." 
Starts For Moore. 
Moore was standing quietly, at 
his desk,- but Graves left the mi-

started towards Moore. He got 
within about five feet of the Hous- 
ton representative when members 
intervened.

Representative Weaver Moore of 
Houston, author of the proposed 
constitutional amendment, said it 
would be placed before the house 
of a "sufficient" number of mem- 
bers was present. 


The sergeants-at-arms were in- 
structed to bring in all members 
who were in the capitol who were 
not ill. 


It would require 100 votes in the 
house and 21 in the senate to 
submit the proposed amendment. 
\Vhen the resolution was before 
the house several weeks ago it re- 
ceived 72 aye votes. 


The proposed amendment spon- 
sored by Moore would remove the 
constitutional 
inhibition 
against 
sale of intoxicating liquors of any 
alcoholic content. 


By a vote of 61 noes to 44 ayes 
the house refused to lay on the 
table subject to call a bill that 
would reepal the Robertson in- 
surance law. The law requires life 
insurance companies operating In 
this state to invest 75 per cent of 
their Texas reserve in Texas land 
or securities. 


A motion to lay a bill to legal- 


ize boxing on the table subject to 
call received a majority vote, but 
failed to obtain the required two- 
thirds. The vote was 56 ayes to 
53 noes.

Neither was willing to express 
an opinion based on their last 
observation—the examination hav- 
ing proved less satisfactory than 
they had hoped.

'She would not answer any of 
our questions," Dr. Catton said. 
"She would not co-operate at all." 


"She would not let me examine

said that haste had been urged to 
get revenue flowing in from beer 
and that it had been the inten- 
tion to avoid showing favoritism. 


Saying he would not enter a dis- 


pute with Dr. Doran, Dalrymple 
asserted that in the future "this 
department shall insist that no 
brewery, winery or distillery ap- 
plication be approved until it has 
been passed upon by this office."

AMENDMENT EXEMPT 
WOOL AND COTTON

house of the Texas legislature to- 
day engrossed a resolution pro- 
posing to amend the state con- 
stitution so as to permit the leg- 
islature to exempt from taxation, 
for a pariod of ten years, manu- 
facturing concerns fabricating raw 
wool, cotton or mohair. 
Sponsors of the amendment said 
they believed relieving this type 
of manufacturing concerns of tax- 
ation would cause the establish- 
ment of many plants in Texas 
to process the state's raw pro- 
ducts. They pointed out that a 
similar exemption in North Caro- 
lina had resulted in the location 
in that state of numerous textile 
mills to handle cotton. 
Argument was made that loca- 
tion of the plants in Texas would 
increase Texas payrolls and, at 
the same time, would result in 
decreased 
prices 
for 
finished, 
products. A major portion of the 
cotton, wool, and mohair grown 
In'Texas is fabricated in the east. 
One of the main advantages of 
locating plants in Texas would 
be elimination of freight charges 
incurred in shipping the raw pro- 
ducts to the east and in trans- 
porting the finished products back 
to Texas for sale, it was argued. 
The resolution, however, failed 
to receive enough votes to submit 
the proposed amendment to the 
people. It received only 72 affirm- 
ative votes,
